"Resolved, That the lees for attend- 


ance in all public schools in the Ha- 
waiian Islands be and the same are 
hereby abolished, this action'to take 
effect at the beginning of the next 
school year." 


This was the resolution unanimously 


carried at the meeting of the Board of 
Education yesterday afternoon. 


The report prepared by the commit- 


tee on select echools was presented be- 
fore the members. It gave a complete 
history of the fee system. The condi- 
tions on account of which such a plan 
was adopted were set forth. These 
were contrasted with the state of af- 
fairs existent today. The changes were 
made apparent and the pressing need 
for an elimination of the charge iwas 
made clear. In conclusion it recom- 
mended that the fee system be done 
away with. 


The members were then called upon 


'or their opinions regarding the report. 
The sentiment of all was that free ed- 
ucation to all, irrespective of races or 
lasses, should be the Board's policy. 
Each, clause of the report was carefully 
discussed. The members felt the ne- 
cessity of making no false* steps and 
desired that every move should be to- 
ward the goal sought. 


After a few minor ohainges Mrs. Jor- 


dan moved that the report of the com- 
mittee be accepted. This was second- 
ed by Dr. Maxwell and unanimously 
carried. 


It w&s then voted -that copies of the 


report" be mad«~and distributed "among^ 
the members and given to the press. 


The regular business of the Board 


was then taken up. Applications and 
resignations were referred to the school 
committee. It was decided that school 
close on the 23rd of June, in order to 
allow a number of the teachers to at- 
end the Teachers' Convention, which 
meets in Los Angeles in the first part 
of July. The meeting then adjourned.

Price of Commodity Will Be High 


for Several Years-What Could 


Be Done In Hawaii. 


(Planters' Monthly.) 


This valuable" product, which Is 


highly prized for making extracts of 
perfumery and In cooking, has, with- 
in the past few months become very 
scarce, and the price, in consequence, 
has advanced to three times what it 
formerly sold for. Nothing has ever 
been found to take its place in cookery, 
or for perfumery, and consequently the 
price must remain high, for some years 
to come, as it takes three years for the 
plant to come into bearing, after- ^M 
it continues in fruit for several yearif 
improving from year to year, if weli 
cared for. 


A recent published statement says 


:hat the shortage of 1894 was due to a 
frost, which destroyed whole planta- 
tions. Then in 1895 a clash between 
the Indians, who occupy and cultivate 
he large plantations around Papantla, 
Mexico, the center of this industry, and 
,he Mexican authorities, who own the 
lands, resulted in the former being 
driven out, "but not before they had 
succeeded in almost entirely destroying 
the vanilla plants as revenge. These 
two causes account for the shortage, 
as it requires three or four years before 
plant will yield fruit. This shortage 
s much greater than is generally 
cnown. The present price of beans is 


Per pound, and it is not unlikely 


hat it may advance to $18 or $20. 
We have several times urged 
the 


planting of vanilla as a minor industry. 


It will flourish here In almost any 


ocality, where it has plenty of water, 
>rft Is particularly adapted to the rainy 
lections of Hawaii. Although It re- 
quires three to four years for the vines 
o come into full bearing, it will then 
pay better than almost any other In- 
ustry, that does not require much cap- 
tal 
Nor will it Interfere with any 


ither light work, and Is particularly 
uited to females.

A startling affray occurred on board 


the Australia yesterday afternoon aa 
she was steaming out of the harbor. 
It was shooting, and as a result one 
man lies at the Queen's Hospital with 
wounds that will probably terminate 
fatally. Another paces the floor of 
one of the strongest cells of the city 
prison charged with "investigation," 
which will be changed to murder if his 
victim dies. 


After the steamer had reached the 


bell buoy, and the passengers had not 
yet recovered from the pleasant excite- 
ment of farewell, the reports of flve 
pistol shots rang out from the lower 
deck and with startling clearness. A 
panic instantly ensued. 
Passengers 


rushed in all directions endeavoring to 
learn of what was transpiring. The 
consternation increased. 
Officers of 


the peace descended through the com- 
panion way. One held a loaded rifle 
ready for instant use. Soon after two 
more shots rang out, one Immediately 
after the other. A shrill cry and the 
sound of a falling body was heard be- 
low. 
In a- moment the officers again 


appeared safe and unharmed. Latter 
the bleeding bodies of two men, one> 
heavily Ironed, were placed in the pilot 
boat and taken ashore. One went to- 
the hospital, the other to the prison. 


There had been more or less trouble 


on board the Australia while she was 
at the dock. 
Officer Harry Evans 


stood by the gangplank and kept close 
watch, upon those who boarded the 
sfeamefi*"Twot atowairays">Were''iofS^'" 
and most people thought that was the 
reason for Evans' vigilance.

Immigrants from Italy have for the 


last twenty years settled in all parts 
of the United States. They differ from 
the Irish, the English and the Ger- 
man immigrants in accepting occupa- 
tion wherever it is offered, and with- 
out regard to climate. 
The Germans, 


the English and the Irish do not set- 
tle m the Southern States for a variety 
of reasons, the competition with negro 
labor offering the most decisive argu- 
ment against such settlement, «o far 
as manual labor is concerned. In sev- 
eral hundred of the Southern towns 
Italian mechanics are "employed, and in 
many places they are regarded as the 
best shoemakers. In the grading and 
construction of railroads the Italians 
are preferred to the negro, 
because 


they are willing to live in camps and 
move with the construction of the 
roads, and with good food and kind 
management do better work than the 
negro.

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While the young Americans are aban- 
doning their homes in the neighbor- 
hood, and are hunting gold mines, and 
land booms, and Klondikes in the 
West, the Italians have made some 
parts of New Jersey the most attract- 
ive rural districts of the State. They 
have done it under the liberal policy 
of large landowners, who have sold 
land to them at $5 per acre, and have 
made their profits out of the enhanced 
value of unsold land. 


The entire inhabitants of the Repub- 


lic of Argentina number, according to 
the most recent census, 4,045,000; of 
these, over 1,000,000 are said to be of 
Italian birth or parentage. Of the 
600,000 inhabitants of Buenos Ayres, 
one-third are Italians, and to that na- 
tionality belong nearly one-half of the 
15,000 shops or commercial houses in 
that flourishing city, controlling more 
then 750,000,000 lire out of the three 
thousand millions of capital in use. 
Seven-tenths ot the 6000 factories and 
workshops established in Che capital 
are the property of Italians, who also 
own over one hundred millions of lire 
of the deposits in the principal bank 
Italy's trade with the River Plate rose 
from 21,000,000 lire in 1885 to 56,000,- 
000 lire in 1897, the latter figure equal- 
ing that of France. Some 965,300 Ital- 
ians landed at Buenos Ayres alone be- 
tween 1857 and 1897.

Why the Italians should emigrate to 


the United States is not clearly under- 
stood. The natural outflow of emigra- 
tion would be toward the southern re- 
public. 
It is said that the rate of 


wages paid in America is higher than 
in Argentina. In addition, the labor- 
ers can, whenever they choose, buy 
land at almost nominal rates, and till 
their own farms

county, Georgia, and the causes which 
led to them still continue to profound- 
ly agitate the public mind of Georgia 
and of the South.

There 
Is no feeling of resentment against a 
arge class of honest and industrious 
negroes, who denounce these outrages.

A BOOK SERMON. 


Sunday morning, at the Central Un- 


ion Church, Rev. W. M. Klncald chose 
as the'subject for bis sermon, "In His 
Steps." The text was II Cor., 5:16: 
"Though we have known Christ after 
the flesh, yet now henceforth Know we 
Him no more."

in the first century of the Christian 
era regarded Christ, what was the im- 
pression he made on their lives and 
hearts. The Epistles, then, are the 
best helps we can get to set forth what 
should be our true relation to Christ, 
and here -we have Paul telling us what 
his relation with Christ was, that he 
knew him no longer after the flesh. 
What he meant by this was that he 
was no longer occupied with the mere 
details of Christ's life—not with the 
outward form, but with the inner spir- 
it. Fix the eye upon the mere details 
of Christ's life, and for us who are 
living to an entirely changed world it 
is Impossible to follow him. But pass 
behind the mere details to the-epirit 
that inspired 'him 'and that spirit will 
adapt itself to our present world, or 
Indeed, to any world that the ages may 
evolve. 


Tbis has an important bearing upon 


a hook which has drawn to itself laie- 
ly a vast amount of attention. I refer 
to "In His Steps," by Rev. Charles M. 
Sheldon, pastor of the Congregational 
Church at Topeka, Kansas. At the 
outset I wish to say that I rejoice in 
the publication of this book and Its 
great popularity for these reasons: 


(First—Because it tends to stir the 


stagnant waters of religious thought 
and to shake people out of the ruts 
into which they have easily got. It 
forces Its readers to consider the great 
evils of the outside world which Chris- 
tianity was designed to cure. 


Second—Because it tends to carry 


our thought back to Christ as the be- 
ginning and end of Christianity. It 
exalts him above dogmas and specula- 
tions about him. 


Third—Because it emphasizes the 


fact that the only religion worthy of 
the name is that which influences the 
life. 


Fourth—Because the 
book is a 


striking illustration that truth in the 
abstract is powerless, but incarnated 
in human lives it becomes a vital force 
in the saving of the world 


And yet in the reading of this book 


there are certain things that one needs 
to bear in mind 
I mention them not 


by way of unfavorable criticism, but 
by way of suggestion. 


First—The real question is not that 


Christ do, but What would he have 
which the book asks, What would 
me do There is a most true sense in 
-which Christ's life was unique, and 
cannot be imitated 
It was meant to 


be our inspiration 
Another implica- 


tion of the book te that 1t is the duty 
of the Christian to respond to the 
knock of every beggar at his door. On 
this point I hare bad «ome experience. 
The result of ay experience lias been 
(hat the great majority of such cases 
are impostors and if financial aid is

The teaching of Christ inclines to ev- 
olution, not to sudden revolution. It 
trusts to the gradual diffusion of light 
by Christian lives. 


BY A READER AND HEARER. 


As a preface to this article the wri- 


ter earnestly asks his readers not 
to consider film an loonocla&t ready 
and anxious to destroy all that is 
good in the religious life that is, nor 
to class, him a ranting skeptic who 
sees little or no good in religion, 
Christian or non-chrlstlan. 


For every God of the imagination 


pictured to Nature's children he ack- 
nowledges a lasting debt; for every 
real prophet who has left to us a 
spark of Divine Truth he would rear 
a monument of love and admiration in 
the memories of oneo. 


Among thinking men and women to- 


day the conviction is rapidly growing 
that the 
worfld needs more of the 


Christianity of Christ; less of the in- 
terpretation, of Christ and man-made 
creeds. 


To many earnest thinkers 
after 


truth this question presents itself: 
Why do not men and woman flock to 
the standard of that greatest of Tea- 
chera by the thousands yearly? 
After 


a test of two thousand years why does 
such a vast percentage of intelligent 
men and women refuse to accept His 
teachings? Must it be said that the 
average mortal intentionally passes by 
what is for his own best good? Is it 
true that men and women with open 
eyes deliberately throw aside that 
which is for their own best welfare 
both to this world and in the world to 
come? iRather, is it not possible that 
something is seriously wrong with the 
Christianity of to-day? 
Is there not 


some vital force, the presence of 
which would cause the spirit of the 
Master to blossom in the hearts of 
the common multitude? 


Let us took about us. We see one 


hundred representative business men; 
men whose daily lives tend to make 
us purer in thought, more honest in 
word, nobler in deed. Conscientious 
men these; ready to speak the kind 
word, to do the generous act. Accord- 
ing to the popular meaning of the 
word they are not Christian. 


Let us look again. We see another 


hundred representative business men 
These also are men whose daily lives 
tend to make us purer, kinder, nobler. 
Thasie too are conscientious, fair deal- 
ing men. According to the popular 
.meaning of the word they are denomi- 
nated Christians. 


In our dally walks of 'life' is there a 


mysterious something that uncon- 
sciously and Indelibly stamps one of 
these a Christian, the other not? If 
so. what is it, where is it? 


What 
does 
"Christian" 
mean? 


When a man takes upon himself the 
yoke of Christ and publicly pledges un- 
wavering support to His doctrines 
what significance is there in it? Are 
we to understand it means a slight mo- 
dification of one's ethical ideas? Is it 
a readjustment of certain formalities 
of life? Does It mean Evolution in the 
Christian's conception of "what Jesus 
would do?" Are we to understand 
that He would have a member of His 
body accept His teachings in part? 
True, every Christian, as well as every 
manjn this world, will and must be- 
come purer, nobler and more spiri- 
tual by an! through Evolution, but 
—Would the Savior say: Be careful, 
don't try all at once to do as you be- 
lieve I would do " "The burden will 
be heavy enough as it is. 
Go slow, 


take a section of my Cross at once." 
"Evolute." 


When the Savior said: "Follow Me," 


did He mean that His disciples should 
do His will at any cost regardless of 
material results? If the teachings of 
the Galilean were right at the time he 
taught them they are right now. If 
His principles were practicable then 
they are surely practicable now. If 
not practicable now they must as sure- 
ly have been false when they fell from 
the lips of the Master.

perrtaln city small slips of paper *a 
which were printed these words: "Get 
right with God." The following Sab- 
ibath a prominent divine of that saime 
city took as his subject these words: 
"Get right with man, and you will be 
right with God." 


When the Rev. Charles M. Sheldon 


gave to the religious world that grand 
book, "In His steps" he brought face 
to face the Christianity that is and— 
the Christianity that should be. He 
has not given the world a meaningless 
theory nor a visionary scheme. 


The writer personally knows the 


works of this man; 'knows that Ame- 
rica possesses no truer, nobler practi- 
cal Christian than he. He daily asks 
the question: 
"What 
would Jesus 


do?" then proceeds to do it. He is a 
•man prominently identified with all 
that lifts man out of the religious 
and economic ruts of the present; a 
man identified with associated chari- 
ties, and it is a serious mistake to sup- 
pose that he, in his book, even by im- 
pHcation advocates the indiscriminate 
giving of alms.

His other name is 
Sheldon, the man who has daily gone 
into the midst of thousands of toilers 
during their noon hour, and done his 
little towards giving them a ray of 
sunshine, increasing their already too 
small store of human happiness and 
knowledge 


Professor Marsh bears more than a 


paper name. His real name is Sheldon, 
who, 
modest, and shrinking from pu- 


blicity, has nevertheless not hesitated 
to organize what Christian force he 
could against, rum and political cor- 
ruption. 


Virginia Page is not alone a word- 


painting of Christian grace. Her proto- 
type can be found in one C M' Sheldon. 
"Smoky Row," the bell of Kansas's 
capital, knows him almost as well as 
does his own well dressed, intelligent 
parishioners. I doubt whether he ever 
Tisi'.ts these places that he does not 
silently ask: "How long shall Christ- 
fan people continue to support, by 
their silence and their ballots, the 
greatest form of slavery ever known 
in America ?" 


OSo, there is no vision about this 


man or his books. It took an "Uncle 
Tom's Cabin" to arouse the political 
apathy "of a Christian nation In daya 
gone by. It will take an "In His 
Steps" to arouse the Christian apathy 
of to-day. It is not a book good for 
one to read to arouse a little religious 
enthusiain. It is a book to live. 


It would be absolutely impossible for 


any individual, single handed, under 
our present defective and cruel social 
system to dare take as his motto: 
"What would Jesus do?" Be he rich 
or 
poor, 
learned 
or ignorant, he 


would fall before the battle was fairly 
begun, and that too by the very bands 
of those who would profesa moral 
support. 


But, how different it would be with 


a united body of earnest men and 
women, a sufficient number to form a 
society unto themselves, whose com- 
bined 
religious 
enthusiasm, moral 


courage, 
intellectual 
and financial 


strength could and would win lasting 
victory for humanity and God.

Chester DoyLe, wb/en seen last night, 


spoke as follows: 


"I had received orders from the Po- 


lice Department to 'be on board the 
Australia at 4 o'clock and arrest Mr. 
A. E. Sherman, who was thought to 
be attempting to leave the country. 


"I took a boat at Brewer's wharf and 


went aboard the Australia, where I 
met Harry Evans and Jim Kupihea, 
the police officers. 
Mr. Seeley, the 


•steward, and I took up th« search, 
which had been vigorously conducted 
by Capt. Evans. 
"When we were passing through the 


culinary department we heard Geo. H. 
Wade, the chief cook, crying "I'll cut 


drade.'J. H. Schnack, Geo. Martin, A 
Peyser and J. Brown. They made un 
examination of the body. It was found 
that two wounds had been inflicted. 
One penetrated the thigh, 'breaking 
the bone. The other pierced the abdo- 
men, 
passed through the kidneys and 


lodged near the spine. This wound 
caused death. After viewing the body 
the inquest was continued until the 
arrival of the Australia. As there is 
no one here who saw the shooting this 
course was necessary. When the Aus- 
tralia arrives the testimony of the 
negro, Sidney, and other witnesses will 
be taken and the verdict returned. 


At the prisoy in his cell Geo. Wade 


passed the weary hours in silence and 
solitude. During the night he slept 
'airly well. Occasionally lie would 
wake and then he would walk to and 
ro in the narrow limits of his cell. 
When addressed he would not answer. 
During the day -he ate heartily. He 
was very particular about his 
food, 


which was brought in from one of the 
restaurant. When 
lying down 
he 


would occasionally throw his arm he- 
ore his eyes as if to shut out some un- 
pleasant vision. He does not know the 
sharge against him. He does not real- 
ze that the victim of his passion, is to 
>e buried this morning. No informa-

clus— Singing Is Heard. 


Down in the heart of the Honolulu 


Chinatown, right in the middle of a 
square deeming with life, is a select 
Chinese school. The teacher is an old 
man who wears great round, glass- 
rimmed spectacles. He is supposed to 
be very learned. The Chinese declare 
he is fully vereed in all the .wisdom of 
ths olden times of the 'Flowery King- 
dom. 
The school is popular, or at least 


is well patronized. The pupils numtoer 
a couple of hundred and range in age 
from half a dozen years to youtha and 
maidens of 16 or 17. The gathering Is 
a picturesque one and to the person, 
familiar only with the •white man's 
methods of instruction, the proceed- 
ings are unique and striking. 


The books are all from China and 


are clearly printed and well bound. 
Each pupil has several text books. The 
course in the school seems to include 
reading and writing and singing and 
ths philosophy of Confucius. This lat- 
ter is given in the shape of lectures by 
the aged and serious instructor. The 
work in writing is laborious and try- 
ing. The pupils are taught with infin- 
ite trouble to make a couple of the 
queer characters. After the symbols 
are made the 'little ones are given the 
names of them and memorize 'these in 
sing-song, buzzing tones, all working 
at once and making a regular drone of 
a sleepy chorus. The faculty was asked 
about his lectures. He said that there 
was nothing original about them, but 
that he sought to be earnest and ha* 
aressive in repeating or present tog thjj 
teachings of the Great Scholar of tHfe 
Nation. "It was what is good ana 
right and the best for all 
<that Coa- 


tucius has handed down," said the in- 
structor. "If the scholars accept what 
I read to them .from the greatest teach- 
er, thfy will be happy amongst them- 
seives, will be honest to all others and 
, 


be loved and successful." 


The scholars sang for a party of vis1- 


itors. This .was the -blow that almost 
prostrated the veteran in the ranks of 
th£ explorers. The Chinese are la- 
mentably weak in vocalism, though it 
is the testimony of the famous Pade- 
rewski that their instrumental muste 
is of a high order, la getting all. iia 
readiness for tihe singing the old pr<v.- 
fessor ihad more trouble than a start- 
er at a rax:e track with a field of a 
score of green horses. He shouted and 
scolded just a little. Then he smiled 
and called attention to the fact that 
visitors were present. The singing to 
put it very mildly, was simply a yelling 
contest. Each participant went into it 
at the top of his voice and with all the 
speed that his lung capacity would al- 
low. 
The effect was something worse 


than a combination of a "come-al-yez" 
and an Indian serenade. But It was 
applauded and teacher and pupils were 
happy. 


This Chinese institution is supple- 


mental in its way to the public schools 
of the land. The same scholars are in 
various schools about the city till 2 
o'clock in the afternoon. Then they 
have a couple of hours in the Chinese 
seminary. Most of the wealthier Chin- 
ese send their children back to the 
home land to learn the reading and 
writing and teachings of Confucius. In 
the public schools 'here the Chinese pu- 
pils are bright and industrious, but 
woefully tiresome in pronunciation.

BRITISH PACIFIC CABLE. 


VICTORIA, 9. C., May 5.—The Gov- 


ernment of British Columbia, through 
Finance Minister Cotton, yesterday tel- 
egraphed to "Sir Wilfred Laurier, Pre- 
mier of Canada, offering to contribute 
$1,000,000 toward the laying of an all- 
British cable from Victoria to New 
Zealand and Australia. The colonies 
of New South Wales, Victoria, Queens- 
land-and New Zealand agreedsometime 
ago <to contribute $1,000,000 each, and 
the Dominion of Canada offered to bear 
half the additional cost, viz , $2^00,000 
provided the imperial Government con 
tributed a like amount. The offer of 
British Columbia leaves but $2,000,000 
each for Canada and Great Britain to 
pay, 
the whole cost being estimated at 


$9,000,000.

Miss Margot 
Tennant's marriage portion o* $15,000 
a year was more than twelve times 
her weight in gold, while the marriage 
portion of Miss Mackay (now the Prin- 
cess of Colonna) of $2,500,000 was more 
than 300 times her weight in gold.

Charles A. Dana's Pen Picture of a 


Noted Federal Army Officer. 


(Chas. A. Dana in his Reminiscences.) 


In my opinion, the great soldier of 


the Army of the Potomac was Geti 
Humphreys. He was the chief of staff 
to G*n. Meade, and was a strategist, a 
tactician, and an engineer. Humphreys 
was a fighter, too, and in this an ex- 
ception to most engineers. He was a 
very interesting figure. He used to 
ride about in a black felt hat, the brim 
of which was turned down all around, 
making him look like a Quaker. He 
w;is \erj pleasant to deal with, unless 
you were fighting against him, and 
then he was not so pleasant. He was 
one of the loudest swearers that I ever 
knew. The men of distinguished and 
brilliant profanity in the war were 
Gen. 
Sherman and Gen. Humphreys—I 


could not mention any otheas to be 
classed with them. Gen. Logan was ;i 
strong swearer, but he was not a West 
Pointer; ha was a civilian. Sherman 
and Humphreys would swear to make 
everything blue when some dispatch 
had not been delhered correctly, or 
they were pro\oked 
Humphreys was 


a ver> charming man ;md quite desti- 
tute of vanity. 
I think he had con- 


sented to go and serve with Meade as 
chief of staff out of pure patriotism. 
He preferred an active command, and, 
e\entuai;y. on the eve of the end suc- 
ceeded to the command of the Second 
Corps and bore a •conspicuous part in 
the \ppomattox campaign.
